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DETAILED ACTION 


1 . Claims 1 , 3 and 4 are objected to because of the following elements lack 
antecedent basis: 

in Claim 1, line 1 - inner side, line 6 - rear side, line 7 - front side, line 1 1 - other 
side, line 13 - end, line 17 - middle, line 19 - end, line 22 - end. other side, line 31- 
separate design, last line - charging operation, 

in Claim 3, line 3 - upper periphery, line 4 - bottom, 

in Claim 4, line 5 - other side. 

Additionally, it is suggested that Claim 1 be amended to correct idiomatic 
language and grammatical errors, so to improve readability and comprehension of the 
invention. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In Claims 1-3, the language, "the bicycle embodiment", is unclear (numerous 
occurrences in Claim 1), especially in light of the preamble opening of "A bicycle". 

In Claims 1 and 3, the emphasized term in "a slant flat opening" is unclear 
(several occurrences in Claim 1). 
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3. Claims 1-5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. Prior art 
does not disclose a bicycle with a slanted backrest comprising, inter alia, central and 
lower tubes having cavities containing electrical wiring, the lower tube including a switch 
device. 

4. The prior art made of record, and not relied upon, is considered pertinent to the 
disclosure: Chou 6845997, Gaastra 6695335, Lee et al 6446745, Suzuki et al 6276479. 
Suganuma et al 5505277, Trimble Re. 33295.
